BRICK WALLING CHEAPER 
THAN CONCRETE. 


Dr. W. C. Dwyer, in a report of the Hous- 
ing Section on tenders for the erection of 
block dwellings on the Crabbe lane area, says: 

“The above-mentioned area, containing ap- 
proximately 2} acres, having been declared 
insanitary, was acquired by the Corporation 
some years ago, and the buildings thereon, 
which in many cases are upwards of 200 years 
in existence, are being gradually demolished, 
The clearance, however, is necessarily slow 
in consequence of the lack of alternative ac- 
commodation for the dispossessed population. 
The conversion of the Kehoe Barrack build- 
ings (taken over by the Commissioners from 
the Board of Works) into self-contained flats 
enabled me to transfer thereto a number of 
people living in the condemned property, and 
to clear a large section of the area upon which 
the block buildings are to be ereeted. They 
have been designed upon the most up.to-date 
principle. ‘The plans provide for 40 self-con- 
tained flats, i.e., 24 two-room, 8 three-room, 
and 8 four-room, with a kitchen attached to 
eace flat. Separate sanitary accommodation 
is provided, as well as a bath, supplied with 
hot ane cold water, a coal store, larder and 
gas cooter. The flats are approached by a 
common internal concrete staircase, serving 
balconies for each floor at the back of the 
building. A large courtyard is also provided 
at the back, and gardens in front. 

Six tenders were received, and contractors 
were invited to submit alternative tenders for 
concrete and brick walling. The tenders for 
brick walling ranged from £19;540 10s. 5d. to 
£25,870. I decided to accent the lowest ten- 
der, viz., that of Messrs, H. and J. Martin, 
amounting to the former figure, and now re- 
commend that the Citv Seal be fixed to the 
requisite deed of contract. 

In the lowest tender brick walling was 
quoted £359 9s. 7d. cheaper than concrete. 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health has consented to make a special 
grant in aid of the present proposal; but, 
notwithstanding this assistance, 1 regret that, 
even with a rent of 3s. per room. the scheme 
approximately £500 per 


shows a loss of 
annum. 

It is my intention to press forward the clear- 
ance and improvement of the remaining por- 
tion of this area, and this can onlv be done 
by the speedy completion of the first section 
of the scheme now given ovt to contract. I 
have, therefore, instructed the contractors to 
proceed with the work. 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health has sanctioned the raising of 
the som necessary to meet the cost of the 
buildings.

‘BIGGEST HALL IN TH 
WORLD.

TO HAVE A FERRO-CONCRETE. 


ROOF. 


The exhibition hall to be erected at Salford, 
within a mile of Manchester Town Hall, will 
be the biggest in the world. 

It will be 625ft. by 230ft., and with its 
subsidiary halls and offices will have a total 
area of 190,750 square feet, or more than 
four acres 

The great hall at Olympia has a total area 
of 108,500 square feet, of which 87,750 square 
feet is clear of pillars, columns, etc. ; but the 
hew building will have no fewer than 143,790 
square feet all clear of obstructions, and a 
height of more than 100ft to the arched roof. 

Mr. Robert Atkinson and Sir Owen Williams, 
the architect and engineer, respectively, are 
incorporating an interesting departure from 
conventional building practice in the con- 
struction of the main hall, which will have the 
largest single span roof in the world—2J0it. 
The roof, im common with the rest of the 
building, will be constructed in ferro-concrete. 

Another novelty in the design is that the 
concrete slabs which form the roof, in addi- 
tion to being curved, will be corrugated long- 
tudinally These corrugations, in addi- 
tion to strength, lend themselves to the ac- 
commodation. of ventilating louvres, and by 
breaking up the sound vibrations improve the 
acenstical proverties. 

The hall will be far more easily adapted to 
the numerous uses to which such a building 
can be applied, as there will be no columns. 


ROOF COVERING OF CROYDON 
PARK HOUSES.

Dr. W. C. Dwyer in a report of the Hous- 
ing, Workshops and Supplies Section, 7 claim 
of Messrs. Kossel end Co. in respect of roof 
covering of 230 houses in sections 4 and ó 
of the Croydon’ Park Housing Scheme, says:

1d. the substituted article 
should result in a credit in favour of the 
Corporation of £1,792 2s. 4d. After much 
correspondence it was eventually agreed be- 
tween the parties that the questiop should 
he settled by the arbitration Of MY. James 
Henry Webb, President: of- the Institute of 
Architects in Ireland, and pursuant to reso- 
lution of Council of 20th August, 1927, 
arrangements were made to have the matter 
dealt with accordingly. The contractors 
and the Commissioners were represented by 
counsel at the Arbitration, and having 
heard the arguments on both sides, the 
Arbitrator awarded that sum of £1,800 ts 
to be deducted from the amount of the con 
tract in consequence of the omissions and 
substitutions of work and materials. carried 
out by the contractors under the city archi- 
tect’s order of the 4th November, 1925, and 
that the contractors pay to the Corporation 
their costs of and incidental to the reference 
and of the award and all other costs as be- 
tween party and party, and that the con- 


tractors shall pay their own costs of same.” 


ELECTRICITY IN COAL 
MINES. 


- 


The report for 1926 of Mr. J. A. h. 
Horsley, H.M. Hlectrical Inspector of Mines, 
which has now been published, analyses the 
progress made at, mines under the Coal Mines 
Acts. The total horse-power of motors .1n- 
stalled was 1,620,145, or nearly 64,000 1.H.P. 
greater than in 1925. Electricity was used 
at 1,577 mines, a slight decrease compared 
with 1925. 

A detailed analysis (with “comparative 
figures for 10 years) of the employment of 
persons killed, and of equipment involved, 
m fatal accidents due directly to electricity 
is included, and also an analysis of the con- 
tributory causes of, and nature of equipment 
involved in, non-fatal accidents. The 1- 
spector describes und discusses all the fatal, 
and certain of the non-fatal accidents. 

In regard to coal-cutting machines, the 
statistical tables comprise a general analysis 
of the number and description of machines in 
use during the last 10 years, and regional 
analysis of the quantities of machine-cut coal 
got by electricity and by compressed air, 
and of the types of ó CÁ used during 
the years 1924.26. ‘These tables serve to 
show the trend of developments, and also 
indicate the remarkable differences between 


the various coalfields in the extent to which 
inechanical cutting is adopted. .

™ and substitute 
words—‘‘ That any representations regard 
ing alleged disabilities of British ex-Service 
men in the Irish Free State should be for- 
mulated and brought to the notice of the 

Executive Council by Associations or re- 

presentatives authorised to speak on behalf 

of these ex-Service men for consideration 
with a view to such action as' may be 
necessary or expedient.”’ ; 

Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford) 
said that he would like the House to unde 
stand that his motion was put forward from 
no political point of view; it was purely a 
non-party question. British ex-Service men 
were to be found in the ranks of every politi- 
cal party in the country, and he hoped that 
during the course of the debate his attitude 
would be followed by others. The motion 
was not meant as a vote of censure upon the 
Irish Government or the British Government. 
His sole object was to have, as soon as 
possible, a full, representative, independent 
and impartial investigation into the whole 
circumstances of the British ex-Service men 
in the Free State—and when he said British 
ex-Service men he meant [Irishmen who had 
served with the British forces. 

NUMBERS. 

There were between 150.000 and 
jritish ex-Service men in Ireland. 
taking their dependents, it meant that the 
motion would affect about 500,000 persons. 
He made no special claim on behalf of the 
British ex-Service men on the Irish Govern- 
ment of the day; he wanted them to be re- 
garded as Irishmen with rights of citizenship 
in the State. He asked no more and claimed 
no less. 

It was somewhat

different in regard to 
the British Government. Those men were 
induced to take a certain course 
during the Great War; he hoped that 
ihe merits of that would not be gone into 
hecause it was not the question before them. 
Promises were held out to the men that if 
they survived they would get special treat- 
ment from the Government, which was then 
the British Government. But when the men 
were demobilised that state of affairs had 
ceased. The British Government was not 
in control of the Free State, and the men 
evere left in a position of not being able to 
have some of these promises performed. 

he was not blaming the members of the 
ktee State Government—they did not make 
these promises. What he was asking the 
Government to do, by setting up a Commis 
sion in regard to promises made by the Bri- 
tish Government and the obligations which 
the British Government were under to the 
men, was that, if the Commission reported 
favourably in regard to the claims made from 
the British Government, then it should be 
the duty of the Irish Government to make 
immediate ofhcial representations to the Bri- 
fish Government on behalf of a large body of 
citizens of the State. 

He made a distintion, therefore, between 
the two classes of claims—the first was a 
clam for equal rights of citizenship: the 
second was a claim for fulfilment cf solemn 
obligations entered into by the British Go- 
vermnment. 

HOUSES. 

In 1919 a Land Trust was set up by the 
British Government and a sum oí about 
three-quarters of a million was allocated to it 
for building houses for ex-Service men. It 
was notorious that there had been a most 
»xiraordinary delay in the erection of those 
heuses. A certain number had been built, 
Lat after seven vears the progress was ex- 
ceedingly slow. In Waterford no house had 
heen built vet. The rents of the houses were 
)igher than the rents of the houses across 
the water or in the six counties. ‘The Irish 
Government should go to the British Go- 
vornment and demand that the Trust should 
be properly carried out. 

There was another matter of extreme hard 
shy. The Irishmen who served with the 
Pritish forces had to pay insurance. Yet 
when they carne home, say, to Dundalk, they 
git no benefits. 

There was also a promise that those who 
survived the war would have their passages 
paid and settlements arranged for them 1 
other parts of the Dominions. He was not 
proposing that the Government should assigt 
in subsidising emigration to other parts di 
the Domimions, but he was proposing, in 
view of the different circumstances of to-day, 
and in view of the fact that the Free State 
was now a Dominion, that their own Govern- 
ment should get something, at least, by way 
of subsidy for the loss of that benefit or 
ac vantage. 

There was the larger question of the ad- 
ministration of the pensions generally. He 
knew that the Free State Government had 
nothing to say to the administration of British 
pensions, but the men were Irish citizens, 
and if they thought that they were not being 
treated fairly, then was it not the duty oi 
the Irish Government to do its best formally 
through the proper channels, and make repre- 
sentations that they should be treated fairly. 
He was not making a genera! complaint about 
the administration of British pensions, but 
there were grievances and hardehina, and a 
Commission would give an opportunity to 
these men to ventilate their grievances and 
have them brought before the Executive Coun- 
cil. He was not saying that all the griev- 
ances are valid, but he wanted an impartial 
investigation because feeling was so wide- 


spread. 
TEMPORARY CLERKS. 

In regard to grievances against the Irish 
Government, he had had deputations and 
communications from those who were engaged 
by the British Government in the capacity of 
temporary clerks at the time that the change 
of vernment took place, These temporary 
clerks were there under certain conditions, 
and if there had been no change of Govern- 


ment they would be in a much more advan- ' 


| tageous position to-day. He did not claim 
that the Irish Government should carry out 
all the obhgations under which the British 
Government employed these men, but he did 
claim that they should not be in a worse 
position than they would have been in the 
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ordinary sense under the British Govern- 
ment. 

There has been 658 British ex-Service men 
serving as temporary clerks transferred to the 
Free State. In March, 192/ there were 212 
left Of these 115 failed to qualify at the 
examination for permanency held in June 
and July last. Tney had the grievance that 
they were not al'owed to sit again for re- 
examination, while ex-National Army men 
who failed were allowed to sit again. 

He had repeatedly drawn attention to the 
method of giving employment on public works, 
especially in his own constituency. President 
Cosgrave had investigated the matter and 
admitted that there was something harsh in 
the method, and he had made a concession. 
British ex-Service men, though they might be 
married with large iamilies, had been put in 
a different and lower category to ex-National 
Service men, who need not be married or not 
particularly destitute. He thought that there 
was a distinct grievance throughout the coun. 
try on that score. 


LABOUR EXCHANGES. 

He did not want to make any charge against 
the Labour Exchanges, but there was not a 
day on which British ex-Service men who 
came to him did not say: ** What is the use 
of my going there--I am a British ex-Service 
man, and | am told to stand down?’ In 
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fairness to the Lahour Exchanges that was 
open tor investiga- 
tion. 

His reason for proposing a Commission was 
that it would be an impartial body of dis- 
interested citizens of the State, whe would 
make a report to the Executive Council and 
who would then act upon it as they thought 
fit. 

The amendment seemed to him to be most 
extraordinary in proposing that representa- 
tions should be formulated and brought to 
the notice of the Executive Council through 
associations or representatives authorised to 
speak on behalf of the ex-Service men. He 
only wished that they had associations so 
authorised, but the unfortunate thing was 
that the great bulk of the ex-Service men 
were not connected with any organisation. 

The amendment was nothing short of an 
insult. It ri AST that nothing should be 
done for any body of citizens save through 
their own organisations, and that the only 
Way to get grievances remedied was by a 
backdoor method. It might as well be sug- 
gested that no Labour motion should be 
adopted except it came through a trade 
union. 

That. was a problem that concerned a large 
body of citizens of this country, many of 
whom were in a Serious state of destitution and 
want. A Commission might be the means of 
bringing about a better feeling among 
different classes in the community, and it 
would that the Irish Government had 
some desire to do justice to the men concerned 
as Irish citizens. He asked no more from 
the Government than equal rights for these 
men as citizens of the State. 

lí the matter came to a vote, he hoped 
that the Government would not make it a 
party question, He claimed that it was 
above party; that it was a genuine proposal 
in the interests of a very large section of the 
population of the State. 

COBURN (N.L., Louth) formally 
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with this guestion, and he was of opinion 
that the best way would be by the séipiáiú 


oí his 
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was being by the Area Committees 
throughout the country for the benefit of ex- 
Service mén. If it had not been for the work 
ot those Comm'ttees, he said, the position of 
the ex-Service men would be worse than it 
was at present. He did not understand why 
there had been so much delay in the building 
of houses. He believed that the ex-Service 
men were entitled to more gratitude than 
they had received. He deprecated a division 
on the motion, becayse there was already 
machinery to ventilate the grievances of the 
ex-Service men. 

Mr, JOHN DALY (Independent, East Cork) 
said that the ex-Service men were a great 
source of revenue to every town and district 
in which they were settled. Everything 
possible should be done to improve their con- 
ditions, and particular attention should be 
paid to housing. 

Mr. F. CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) said that 
he was an ex-soldier and lost his only brother 
in the war. There were thousands of ex- 
Service men in the Free State who do not 
belong to any organisation, and their cases 
might be lost sight of. It had been said that 
50 per cent. of the ex-Service men had been 
members of the National Army, and he was 
inclined to think that the other 50 per cent. 
had been members of the I.R.A. (Laughter.) 
He declared that the Connaught. Rangers 
who had staged a mutiny in India in order to 
aid their country at a critical period had 
been disgracefully treated by the Free State 
Government, and they should be included in 
the deliberations of the proposed Committee. 


THE WHIPS. 

Mr, J. XA. MURPHY (Independent, County 
Dublin) inquired as to the attitude of the 
Government regarding the motion and 
amendment. He would like to know whether 
the Government would remove the Whips 
and allow a free vote, 

Mr, BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that the Whips would not be removed. The 
Government was not disposed to accept the 
method of dealing with the problem suggested 
by Captain Redmond, and would be inclined 
to accept the amendment. 

Mr, G. WOLFE, (Government. Kildare) 
favoured the method proposed in the amend. 
ment of dealing with the situation. 

Mr. R. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said 
that the House was entitled to « statement 
from the Government as to what they were 
prepared to do to deal with the undoubted 
yrievances of the ex-Service men. 

Mr. M. kh. HEFFERNAN (Parliamentary 
secretary to the Ministry for Posts and 
Telegraphs) said that the ex-Service men had 
hecome '“' nobody's children.” It was up to 
tae House to devise some means to bring the 
grievances of these men before the British 
Government, but he thought the idea of 
appointing a Commission was rather a dan- 
gerous one, 

Dr. O’DOWD (F.F.. Roscommon) said that 
there were many ex-Service men in Ireland 
in dire want because they had joined the 
J.R.A. in pre-truce days, and would not now 
“eex anv help or assistance through the 
British: Legion. 

THE PRES!DENT. 
President COSGRAVE said that there 
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seconded the motion. 


DEPENDENTS. 

Mr. ALFRED BYRNE (Independent, North 
Dublin) suggested that dependents should 
be included in the motion and the amend- 
ment. He mentioned that old women who 
had British Army pensions of £1 a week in 
respect of a son killed in the war forfeited 
half the pension on reaching the age of 70 
years. In England and Northern Ireland 
these women automatically received 10s. a 
week old age pension, but in the Free State 
they did not get the old age pension, owing 
to the method of estimating assets here. The 
result was that the British Government were 
putting 10s. of those old aged mothers’ pen- 
sions into their pockets. That was a matter 
that should be taken up with the British 
Government, 


THE 
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AMENDMENT. 
WAY” TO REMEDY 
GRIEVANCES. 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Government, 
Co. Dublin), moving his amendment, said 
that he agreed to Mr. Byrne's suggestion, 
and also with much of what Captain Redmond 
said. He particularly welcomed the state- 
ment that this was not a political question. 
The grievances of British ex-Service men fell 
under two headings—ihose against the British 
Government and those against the Free State 
Government. The grievances against the 
British Government were four-fold. The first 
was in connection with pensions. That was 
a matter that had been taken up already by 
the British Legion with the British Ministry, 
because they were able to deal more quickly 
with those grievances, 

The second grievance was in regard to 
housing, and a great deal of what Captain 
Redmond had said on that matter was justi- 
fied. But the only satisfactory action that 
had been taken on that matter had. been 
taken by the Free State Government. He 
had seen President Cosgrave time and again 
on the matter, and he had always been 
willing to help. Would a Commission be 
able to teach the President anything about 
housing? 

On the third question, 
benefit, the difficulty was that 
Government would not fall in 
desires. 

On the question of emigration, he did not 
think that there had been any promise to 
facilitate emigration to men joining up. That 
was a post-war promise. At the beginning 
of the war they were talking more of making 
ihe land one fit for heroes to live in, 
He did not believe that the ex-Service men 
had any real grievance against the Govern- 
ment of the Free State, but he thought that 
the position of temporary civil servants might 
be made the subject of inquiry by a Com- 
mission or Committee. The problem was a 
compr atively small one, but it required more 
con ‘deration than was being given to it by 

Government at present. 
BOTH ARMIES. 

He should prefer to see a committee of 
inquiry not only for examining the position 
of ex-Service men, but for temporary civil 
service men. Tho British ex-Service men are 
citizens of the Free State. Any Commission 
on this matter should include ex-National 
Army men as well as British ex-Service men. 

Captain Redmond had stated that prefer- 
ence had been given on the roads to ex- 
National ; my men, but he should remember 
that 50 per cent. of the National Army men 
had served in the British Army, and he 
(Major Cooper) would rather have 50 per 
cent. preference than no preference at all. 

He did not understand what Captain Red- 
mond meant in the passage in his letter to 
the Daily Mail regarding the claim for Irish 
ex-Service men of equality of citizenship. He 
had never heard of any inequality of treat- 
ment, and Captain Redmond had | brought 
that indictment in one of the .aost widely- 
circulated newspapers on the strength of six 
hundred temporary civil servants. 

Captain REDMOND said that he was not 
moving a vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment. 

Major COOPER said that Captain Red- 
mond was not moving it now, but he had 
moved it, in the columns of the Daily Mail 
by implying that there had been unequal 
treatment and unequal rights of citizenship.

The Chai nan of the British Legion had 
visited Ireland to investigate those matters.

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He (Major Cooper) did not believe that «

were approxiinately 100,000 ex-Service men in 
the country. How were they to get infor- 
mation 'h regard to their needs unless 
-hrough «rganisations? The House was asked 
to discuss the matter in a non-party spirit: 
that was always the claim when people 
wanted tc get their own wav. The invita- 
tron was to take as much support as possible 
from those in the House who stood for the 
little sense there was in it. (Laughter.) 
They were asked to set up a Commission, to 
put on trial two Governments, neither cf 
vhich would appear before it to make their 
case. Had there been such a Commission set 
up m any other country? Was there ever 
such a Commission appointed to inquire into 
the circumstances of the Magyars or the 
vezcho-Slovakians, or into.other dispositions 
of territories that had taken place on the 
‘ontinent ? 

No case had been made for the motion. 
Ihe case that had been made was based on 
the case of 600 temporary Civil Servants, but 
no representation had heen made in the 
Dail for a second examination in their case. 

Captain REDMOND said that he was in 
formed that the Non-permanent Government 
Clerks’ Asscciation, of which these men were 
members, had put the whole case before the 
Minister for Finance and it was at present in 
his Department. 

President COSGRAVE—Has the Deputy a 
copy of the representation ” 

Captain REDMOND—I cannot say that I 
have. The Minister for Finance has it. 
have a copy of the case made to me. 

President COSGRAVE said that the inten- 
tion was to put the Government in the dock 
vith the British Government. 

A Fianna Fail Deputy—That is were you 
ought to be. 

President COSGRAVE--That is what some 
would like to see. We stood in the dock 
before the British Government left when 
seme of vou were very comfortable. You are 
very safe at present.

WHAT EXECUTIVE COULD DO. 

President COSGRAVE said that the 
amendment had this to be said for it—That 
it asked for representations regarding disabili- 
ties to be put before the Executive. An 
Executive in possession of bona fide repre- 
sentations could take such action as in the 
circumstances might be necessary or e@x- 
pedient. The only case of discrimination 
that Deputy Redmond could make—and it 
was not discrimination against the British 
ex-Service men, but that there was a ten per 
cent. preference in favour of ex-National 
Army men. in respect of road works, and it 
was only on the cards that they would get 
that, even if the preference were not there. 
He knew of no Commission established re- 
garding alleged grievances or claims which 
would receive satisfaction from any Govern- 
ment in the circumstances. He did not say 
that the same result would apply to repre- 
sentations made by one Government to 
another. If the Dail desired to get a busi- 
ness solution of the matter it was in the 
amendment and not in the resolution, 

Mr. DE VALERA, speaking in Irish, said 
that the members of his party were in favour 
of the motion, although they did not expect 
very much from the Commission suggested. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that in examinations for temporary clerks 
there was no discrimination against British 
ex-Service men, but there was a certain dis- 
crimination in favour of ex-National Army 
men. In July, 1925, there had been an ex- 
amination, and of the 1,245 men 651 quali- 
fied, many of them ex-Service men. All the 
men were appointed. Some of those men 
had had previous opportunities of entering 
the permanent Civil Service, because exami- 
nations had been held before the change of 
Government, and one examination was 
actually held after the change. The Govern- 
ment decided to give one further opportu- 
nity to ex-National Army men, and last May 
158 ex-National Army men were admitted 
to the Service. They got preference over 
every other candidate. There was no dis- 
crimination against ex-British Army men. . 
What happened was that there was not dis- 
crimination in their favour. 

ONE ORGANISATION, 

It might be that large numbers of British 
ex-Service men would not enter: any of the 
existing organisations, but it might be pos- 
sible for them to come together and form 
some other organisation, and to find what 
genuine case they had, so that it might be 
put up in an authorised way to the Execu- 
tive, and the Executive could be given 
grounds for making representations. Such 
representations would be much more likely 
to do good than the setting up of a Commis- 
sion, which necessarily meant putting the 
British Government in the dock. 

If a similar Commission were set up in 
England in relation to some matters in this 
country the Government here would be 
irritated and annoyed by it. He did not say 
that the Commission would actually damage 
the case of ex-Service men, but he thought 
that it would prejudice those who had to 
deal with them. He did not think it desir- 
able that the British Government should be 
represented on a Commission here, and if 
only one side of the case were heard the 
Commission would inevitably go wrong in 
some of its findings. 

They should not try to score in this 
matter, but should think of what was best 
for the ex-Service men. He suggested, most 
sincerely, that the proposal in the motion 
was not what would be best for the ex- 
Service men. The best thing, in his view, 
was that the motion andgamendment should 
be withdrawn and have this question con- 
sidered further. 

Major COOPER said he was prepared to 
withdraw the amendment if the motion was 
withdrawn, 

Captain REDMOND said that the only 
reason ho was asked to withdraw the motion 
was because of embarrassment to the British 
Government and the Free State Government. 

reason he required the Commission was 
because of the state of affairs the ex-Service 
men were in to-day. It was for the benefit 
of the Government that he proposed the 
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setting up of the Commission, because the 
Government could not know of the position, 
and he thought no reason had been shown 
why the Commission should not be set up. 
He again ed to the Government to 
take off the Whips. What was there 
in the motion to which the members of the 
Government were opposed as a Government, 
if they were so anxious about the welfare of 
the ex-Service men’ 


THE DIVISIONS. 

On a division, the voting on the amend- 
ment was 66 against, 63 for. 

The amendment was, therefore, lost. 

The original motion was then put, and, 
on a division, the voting was for the 
motion, 64 against, and the motion was 
declared carried. 

When the result of the division 
nounced there was a cry of “ Resign. 

President COSGRAVE said—I am prepared 
to accept a No Confidence motion now in 
respect of this division, and to give time for 
it to-morrow or next week.

DEFENCE FORCES. 


CREATION OF A MILITIA. 


Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (Minister 
for Defence), moving the second reading of 
the Defence Forces (Temporary Provisions) 
(No. 2) Bill, 1927, said that it was necessary 
t3 renew legislation governing the Defence 
Forces, as otherwise the control of the 
Oireachtas over the Army would largely lapse 
on the 3lst March next, and military law 
would cease to have effect after that date. 
It had been understood ali along that the 
present Acts did not consist of provisions for 
the government of the Army that were final in 
form. Another bill constructed in the light 
of their experience in defence matters would 
almost certainly be introduced next year. In 
the meantime it was essential to provide for 
the maintenance of the Army until iólst of 
March, 1929, or until the passing of any Act 
making similar provisions. 

The Government's policy as regards the 
character of the Defence Forces—the :policy 
behind thai, bill and any future bill—was pr- 
marily to push on with the creation of an 
Army Reserve, and within the shortest pos- 
sible time to create the nucleus of a terri- 
torial or militia force. In that way they 
proposed in a very few years to have aj stand- 
ing Army, the number of which would be 
much fewer than at present; but the, Army 
would be potentially considerably larger than 
at present, as besides men with the colours 
they would have men in the reserye, and 
eventually militia or territorials wonld be 
available for immediate mobilisation Jn case 
of need, i 

Under this system it was proposed that the 
standing Army ehould he maintained!as the 
framework of a much bigger fore e.? which 
would include the Reserve. It was proposed 
also at a later stage to have a Tefritorial 
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trained, who would be available for inclusion. 

But for some years to come this echeme would 

necessarily be modified. ‘The standing Army 

could not immediately be limited tv mere 

framework, and this for several reasons, 
CAUSE OF DELAY. 

The political situation had prevented that 
feeling of security which was normal in most 
countries, and which was now being 
established in the Free State. (Guards had 
to be provided that would not otherwise be 
required. The same political cause made it 
necessary to keep in being more military 
poste throughout the country than would 
be needed after a prolonged period of political 
unrest. The defences on our coast, main- 
tained by the British under the Treaty, had 
required so far that we should maintain 
military posts nearby. Though, undoubtedly, 
abnormal causes were paesing away 
apidly, for some short time to come they 
nmyist remain considerations, and affect the 
speed with which they moved to the Army 
organisation they had in hand. 

Another thing that would be a | 
cause of slowness lin then 
towards, that end was the faci that 
the a technical Artill 
Engineets, Air, and other cor) 
needed specialised training, which could not be 
given during the infantryman s penod oi 
Army service, and, therefore, the period of 
service with the Colours in the case of the 
corps was longer—namely, five vears with 
the Colours and seven in the reserve. That 
necessarily meant that the movement of these 
technical men to the reserve was slower than 
that of the infantry.

Discipline in the Army was 
Military training had been carried 
tensively during the present year, and things 
ssing well in that The 
instruction of cflicers was about to be ex:

MR. DE VALERA’S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. DE VALERA (Fianna Fail, Clare) 
moved an amendment declwing to give a 
second reading to the bill, and stating that 
the Dail was of opinion that the defence 
forees should be organised before March ólst, 
1928. on a volunteer territorial basis, with a 
small permanent training and maintenance 
establishment. 

Mr BLYTHE § seconded the motion for 
second reading; and submitted that the 
amendment was not relevant to the motion. 

The SPEAKER said that the amendment 
seemed to him to suggest an alternative de- 
fence force to the kind arranged for. There 
fore it was in order. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that they had got 
to ask themselves what was the type of arm) 
they were going to have, ard whether they 
could afford so expensive an army, and what 
was the main objective of that army to be° 

if they wanted an army to protect them 
against the one Power which had attacked 
them in the past, which had imposed on their 
rights and liberties, which had interfered 
with them only a short space oi time ago, 
they knew what that Power was. They all 
knew that the Treaty was forced on the 
representatives of the lrish people; that they 
took it as an alternative to immediate and 
terrible war. That Treaty was imposed by 
a certain Power, and if they wanted to have 
an army which would afford them the best 
possible protection against that Power, they 
could get an army organised on a better 
system than an army such as had been main 
tained for the past four or five years. 

AS THEY DID BEFORE. 

Was the present army the type of army 
which was going to defend them against such 
an attack’ If they were going to resist such 
an attack they could only do it.as they did it 
before—that was, not by a standing army, 
but by a force which would make it impos- 
sible or, at least, very expensive for a foreign 
army to operate in this country, 

He thought the present army would not be 
very effective in attempting to defend the 
coasts against an attack, Their defence 
should consist in the future, as in the past, 
in having a territorial volunteer force making 
it costly for that foreign Power to establish 
its rule here. 

For that reason, and as quickly as possible, 
they should get away from the present army 
organisation, and get a small standing army 
which would be the nucleus from which they 
could expand in case there was need for de- 
fending themselves. They should be able to 
get on with a standing army of not more than 
5.000 men. The organisation ought to be 
on a proper basis, Ba they should bring down 
the expenditure on the army to less than one 
million. 

Was the Irish Army to be handed over to 
the British in time of war? On one occasion 
the present Minister for Defence said—‘* We 
need not blink the fact that it is quite pos- 
sible, in the event of general attack on these 
islands, it is perfectly obvious our Army 
must co-operate with the British Army. It 
is practically inconceivable our Army would 
be ever opposed to the British Army.” 

What was meant by “' general attack on 
these islands ''? 

NEUTRALITY. 

“We ought,” he said, ‘“‘to insist on our 
right of maintaining our neutrality, It is 
the one policy we can afford to maintain. 
We ought to maintain it, and not allow 
ourselves to engage with the British Army 
in anything they may choose to call ‘ general 
defence of these islands.’ Naturally, if we 
are ever going to use that force as a defence 
force, it is to defend ourselves against 
aggression from England. That is much 
more likely to happen than defending our- 
selves from attack by the United States or 
France, or any other country. If we want 
to defend our position it is again: the one 
Power which in the past has been interfering 
with our rights. e ought not to organise 
our Army to make it an effective auxiliary 
of the British Army, but organise it to 
defend our own rights and the liberties of 
our own people.

TERRITORIAL FORCE. 

Captain REDMOND (n.L., Waterford) said 
that he was in favour of a small standing 
Army. A territorial force would be a good 
thing for the country. His opinion was that 
ihere should be no permanent Army; that it 
should be the servant of the State and 
brought into existence annually by the State. 
The people should be told that the Army 
and the police were the. servants of the 
State, no matter what Government might ve 
in power. tor the reason that he tnought 
it was impossible te bring mi a new bill aud 
have it passed by the end of next March, he 
would yoie fur tne second reading. 

QUESTIONS, 

Mr. 8S. LEMASS (#.., South Dublin) said 
that, having read the Army Act of 1923, le 
would vote against the bill. In the interests 
of the State it should not be continued. He 
wished to hear from the Mimster whether 
the bill which he now promised to ,introduce 
within twelve months was one under, which a 
large Army would be maintained, or whethe: 
there would be a smal! permanent standing 
force with a reserve. If he vould feel certain 
that a bill would be introduced within twelve 
months that would contain provisions to 
bring about a territorial volunteer force 
Fianna Fail’s attitude to this bill would be 
slightly altered. 

The Army as it stood was much too costly. 
There was danger of a standing Army in 
the hands of an unscrupulous Executive; he 
inean to say that the present Executive 
was unscrupulous. The point he wished to 
make that a standing army in any 
country in the ‘hands of an _ unscrupulous 
Executive could be used for party purposes, 
and against the interests of the nation. 

His party had always stood by the prin 
ciple ot one army, but that army should be, 
not a partisan force, but a national force 
that would defend the liberties and the rizhts 
of the Irish people. Under the Act of 1924 
recruits to the Army were sworn to maintain 
the Constitution of this State as by law 
established. He knew that there were 
hundreds of young fellows who would join 
the Army, but who would not lift a finger 
to defend the Constitution that had been 
imposed upon this country. 

‘There was also the point that members of 
the Army were not allowed to associate with 
the people in political matters. He did not 
see the necessity for such a rule. 

‘We want,” he said, ' an organisation of 
the patriotic youth to defend the rights and 
liberties of this nation against any possible

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, Minister 
for Defence, said that the Army existed for 
protection against any and every enemy, 
whether that enemy be from outside or in 
side, and to keep down turbulence in the 
interests of ftreland.

The Pilotage Order Confirmation (No. 2 
Bill was read a second time. 

Mr. Bennett moved the following resolu- 
tion :—That the promoters of every private 
bill, which lapsed by reason of the termina- 
tion of the last session before the bill had 
reached its final stage, have leave to proceed 
with the bill in the present session of the 
Oireachtas; (2) that the principal clerk of 
the Private Bill Office shall lay upon the 
table of the Senate a copy of every such 
bill, notice of the intention to proceed with 
which has been given by the promoters in the 
Frivate Bill Office; (á) that in respect of 
every such bill so laid upon the table the 
proceedings on such bill shall be formal in 
regard to every stage through which the bill 
shall have passed in the last session ; (4) that 
no new fees shall be charged in respect of any 
stage upon which fees have already been paid 
in a previous session; (5) that all petitions 
presented against any such bill, which stood 
referred to the Committee m a pre- 
vious session, shall stand referred to the 
Committee on the same bill in the present 
session ; (6) that no petitioners shall be heard 
before the Committee on such bill unless 
itheir petition shall have been presented 
within the prescribed time m a previous 
session. and that a message be sent to the 
Dail requesting their concurrence. 

Mr. Douglas seconded the motion, and 
ealled attention to the fact that, so far, 
there was no definition of the word ‘‘session 
There liad been a tendency to assume that 
the session was coterminous with the lite of 
the Dail. but that was very unsatisfactory.

EXPIRING LAWS BILL.

Colonel Moore moved—*' That. in 
view of the arrest and subsequent releas 
under the provisions of the Pubhe Safety Act 
1927 of Mr. Sean McBride. of the decision 
District Justice Johnson in the case of 
Brieadier-General Eamon Horan, and of the 
arrest and subsequent release of Messrs. P. 
J. Tuohy and John Murphy, the Senate is oi 
the opinion that the action of the Executive 
in regard to these deserving al 
censure. ' 
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\loore said 
criticism directed against the 
Act was that it gave enormous 
policemen, and he would show 
powers had been misused, and that the 
Executive Council was responsible. He had 
nothing to say against the uniformed Civic 
Guards, who had acted well throughout; the 
people responsible were the C.I.D. officers, 
who wore no uniform. 
Mr. Tuohy, who was 
Fishermen’s Association, went.down to Kerry 
during the general electicn in June to express 
the fishermen’s views about the condition of 
affairs existing in their industry. lt would 
be admitted that that a perfectiy jair 
and legitimate thing for’ a man in his posi- 
tion to do. When he “went to Dingle he was 
hustled, and after a meeting while on his 
way home in Tralee he was shockingly beaten 
in a hotel in which he was staying. “1 saw 
him myself,” said Colonel Moore, “and he 
was so covered with blood that I could hardly 
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recognise him.”’ 

Mis. W yse-Power — Beaten by whom ” 
MINISTER'S ALLEGED STATEMENT. 

Colonel Moore—Perhaps, I have a reason for 
not disclosing that. That was on June órd 
last, and on June 5th the Minister for 
Fisheries made a speech in the constituency, 
in which he said: ' A gentleman named 
Tuohy has been going about recently belying 
my Department. All I will say is that he 
will remember it.” That statement. was 
made by the Minister two days after Mr. 
Tuohy had been beaten out of recognition and 
when he was lying ill in bed and unable to 
attend election meetings. It was possible 
that the Minister was not aware of this, but 
he must have known later. 

Mr. Tuohy was prosecuted, and he brought 
a counter-prosecution against the police, but 
both prosecutions were withdrawn for 
certain reasons. A. civil action was 
then taken against the police by Mr, 
Tuohy, and a decision was given in his 
favour. An appeal, he understood, had been 
made by the police, but he would say no 
more about that. . i 

The scene then shifted to Dublin, where 
the Minister sent a message to the Chairman 
of the Fishermen's Association, stating that 
while the Chairman (Professor Culverwell) 
would be treated with every courtesy he 
could not have anything whatever to do with 
the Association as long as Mr. Tuohy was 
Secretary. ; 

‘The Minister,” added Colonel Moore, 
“pursued Mr. Tuohy from Kerry to Dublin, 
and tried to punish him and drive him out 
of the Association because he made several 
stateinents down in Kerry about fisheries and 
opposed the Minister. Mr, Tuohy at once 
offered to resign in the public interest, but 
the Committee declined to allow the Minister 
to dictate to them, and would not allow the 
Secretary to resign. The Minister took that 
action because he wished to get control of 
the Fisheries’ Association, and stop any 
criticism in respect of hig Department. It 
was generally recognised in this connection 
that the Ministry of Fisheries was the most 
ineflicient in the Government. 

ALLEGED PROVOCATION. 

In September Mr. Tuohy again went to 
Kerry and addressed several meetings, and 
it. was stated that before one of these meet- 
ings started that Superintendent- McNulty 
drove "u" with a large batch of police in cars, 
and made one oí the Fianna Fail officials give 
up all the election literature and other docu- 
ments he had in his possession. This‘act of 
provocation was admitted by the superin- 
tendent himself, and he (Colonel Moore) held 
that it was an act of gross assault. The next 
thing the superintendent did was to seize a 
motor car salatiine to a priest. 

If those things were not provocation, he did 
not know what was. Throughout the meeting 
Superintendent McNulty interrupted the 
speakers and caused a disturbance. Another 
meeting at Castleisland was similarly in- 
terrupted. é 

Rightly or wrongly, Superintendent McNulty 
was accused by Mr Tuohy of producing a re- 
volver at the second meeting. After the meet- 
ing Messrs. Tuohy, Horan and Murphy were 
arrested and brought before a magistrate, who 
had no option under the Act but to send them 
to jail, and, after being five or six days in 
custody, Mr. Murphy, who was an ex-T.D., 
and Mr. Tuohy were released. Horan was 
prosecuted, and the case came before District 

ustice Johnson. ' 

UNABLE TO VOTE. 

Colonel Moore, continuing, said that, asa 
result of these men being imprisoned and 
beaten, they were unable to take part in the 
election or record their votes. He suggested 
that, while considering the Guards very satis- 
factory, the Minister should investigate the 
case of the C.LD., who were rapidly losing

fen principal subject discussed at the 
annual meeting of the Church of 
Ireland Training College, held in the 


College Buildings, Kildare place, Dublin, 
yesterday, was the difhculty of securing 
an adeguate supply of candidate-teachers 
gualified to pass the entrance examina- 
tion of the College. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who pre- 
sided, and the Bishops of Meath, Killa- 
loe and Limerick, and Mr. T. J. Smalley, 
who spoke to the two resolutions, dwelt 
on the large number of candidates who 
had failed to pass the entrance examina- 
tions in 1926 and in the present year. 
They urged that the position thus revealed 
was one of the utmost concern to the whole 
Church of Ireland, and that a remedy 
should be sought without delay. 

Some speakers submitted that the time 
given to the teaching of Irish was partly 
responsible for the failures, but all de- 
elared that the Irish language should be 
encouraged within reasonable limits. 

A resolution proposed by the Bishop of 
Limerick stated: “'The meeting believes 
that if the schools are to be preserved by 
being supplied with teachers, some 
further means for preparation, such as 
diocesan centres, must be organised at 
the earliest possible date. 

Special references were made to the im- 
pending retirement of the Principal of the 
College, Canon Kingsmill] Moore, and to 
his valuable services during the past forty- 


three years.

ILLNESS OF THE 
PRINCIPAL. 


THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
expressed regret that, owing to illness, Canon 
Kingsmill Moore, who had been Principal of 
the College for 43 years, and was now about 
to retire, was unable to be with them. 

Mr. L. E. Steele read extracts from the 
annual report for the year 1926 27, which 
opened with an interesting sketch of the 
principal events in the existence of the 
institution as a Government college, a period 
that was co-extensive with the tenure of office 
of Principal Moore. The sketch outlined the 
origination and development of the general 
system of training now in operation in the 
College. ve 

With reference to candidates for training, 
the report said: ‘ Unhappily, the difficulty ol 
getting candidates for training who are able 
to fulfil the requirements of the Ministry and 
to pass the necessary examination continues 
in an acute form. 115 candidates entered 
for the examination: 20 men and 95 women. 
Out of this large number of young men and 
womeu who desire to enter the teaching pro- 
fession, only 10 were able to pass the exami- 
nation—1 man and 9 women. Had not the 
Government relaxed their conditions and 
allowed 7 men and 21 women to enter ex- 
ceptionally the College would have been half 
empty, and there would have been grave 
difficulty in staffing the schools falling vacant 
in 1923, a“ 

“The Candidate Teachers’ Training Fund 
has again enabled many who could not have 
faced the cost of training without help to 
prepare for entrance to the Training College 
and to pay the College fees." 

Further on in the report it was stated: 
“The difficulties arising from the stress 
laid on Irish in the new curriculum have been 
far-reaching. Had the Ministry required full 
roficiency at first, the situation would have 
sn impossible. Happily generous councils 
prevailed, and the Principal, in response to 
his representations, found himself in. the 
curious position of being invited to submit an 
Irish programme which Kildare place students 
could undertake. Summoning to his aid a 
body of experts, over whom, at their request, 
he presided, he was able to submit a 
modified programme of Irish studies which 
was accepted. In succeeding years 
the requirements of the Education Office 
have gradually become more _ stringent, 
and this has resulted in making 
it extremely difficult for those who wish to be 
teachers to pass the necessary examination. 
Various plans in aid have been tried, such as 
special preparation classes and loans from a 
special fund for fees, but the difficulty still 
continues formidable, and there would be the 
greatest trouble in keeping the college and 
{° schools supplied were it not for the con- 
sideration shown at first by the Ministry. has 
continued, and generous concessions have 
been made which have prevented any dan- 
gerous diminution in the number of students 
in training.”’ 

The report expressed the deep regret of 
the Board of Governors at the death of three 
of the members during the year—nantely, the 
Bishop of Meath, the Provost of Trinity 
College, and the Rev. R. A. Kernan—and it 
went on:—‘‘ At the conclusion of the forty- 
third report since the college became a 
Government Denominational College the 
thought in most minds will be that, with the 
resignation of the Principal, who has been 
in charge for all those years, one era closes 
and another opens. It is the prayer and hope 
of the Governors that it may be possible in 
the years to come successfully to continue 
and develop, for the good of Church and 
country, the valuable traditions of the past.” 


THE ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 
The Chairman said that he could not help 


.to provide for the succession of teachers for 
ther Church of Ireland schools.

and interesting to 
see still on the stafi ol the 
College two men who had been associated 
with the Principal throughout the whole of 
his forty-three years’ service—namely, Mr. 
L. E. Steele and Mr. John Cooke. It spoke 
volumes for the happiness of the relations 
among the staff that for that long space of 
time the three of them had worked together. 
There were, perhaps, four things for which 
Principal Moore stood—construction, exten- 
sion, vigilance, and State recognition. He 
organised that institution and watched over 
its growth, and he extended its infiuence by 
keeping in close touch with those who went 
out into the schools of the country. He kept 
his finger on the pulse of the country, and 
knew the conditions all over. His unflagging 
vigilance almost met difficulties half-way. Un 
many occasions there would have been serious 
happenings for the College, and all that it 
stood for, if the Principal had not been 
ready and there in time to forestall them. 
Time after time, both under the former and 
present systems. he pressed upon the Go- 
vernment to acknowledge its. duty to the 
Training College, and he was one of the fore- 
most figures among those who had brought 
reluctant Governments to recognise their 
obligations in that respect. Principal Moore 
had done a very great work in their College, 
a work which in no small degree had con- 
tributed to the measure of solidity presented 
by the Church of Ireland to-day. He could 
only express the hope that the new Principal 
would be welcomed with the same loyalty, 
the same spirit of helpfulness that bad been 
exhibited in favour of Dr. Moore. The 
Governors were all indebted to the loyal and 
able staff of the College, especially the two 
already mentioned by him. and to Miss 
Beattie for her musical training of the 
students. 


TRIBUTE TO DR. KINGSMILL MOORE. 

The Bishop of Meath (Most Rev. Dr. 
Orr) pronosed:—‘‘ That this meeting, in 
adopting the report now read, offers its 
thanks to Almighty God for the successful 
educational work which the College has been 
enabled to accomplish during the last 46 
years undcr the Principalship of the Rev. H. 
Moore, D.D., Canon of St.

In submitting the resolution, Dr. Orr said 
that the work oí Dr. Moore was done not 
only for the College. but for the whole Church 
of Ireland. He admired most the dogged 
perseverance of the man during the difficult 
times of the last four years, when he had to 
face one crisis after another. He never 
despaired about the future of the Training 
College. 

Although the finances of the College were, 
on the whole, in a good condition, it was 
disappointing that the voluntary subscriptions 
it had received from all the dioceses amounted 
only to £175. It was extremely difficult to 
know what to say about the appalling para- 
graph in the annual report which reyealed 
the results of the examinations of candidates 
for entrance to the College. It was a 
dangerous and thorny question to approach. 
Possibly, too much time was given to the 
study of Irish in the primary schools, He 
was not opposed to the study of Irish. As 
members of the Church of Ireland they ought 
to be proud to do what .they could to pro- 
mote the study of thé old language of their 
country, but he did think that, if the Govern- 
ment reduced the time allotted to it in the 
primary schools, one of the reasons for the 
apparently bad equipment of candidates for 
the College would probably be partly re- 
moved. ‘l'oo much time was given to that 
one subject at the expense of others. As for 
teaching through the medium of Irish, the 
Government programme was unreasonable, 
and would never be accomplished. 

There might be other contributing causes 
for the appalling state of affairs as well as 
the time given to Irish. Ninety per cent. of 
their schools in the Free State were taught 
by one teacher, who could not possibly find 
the time to prepare a candidate for the 
entrance examination. He agreed to some 
extent with the Archbishop, that the key to 
the situation confronting them was in the 
hands of the teachers; but there were two 
keys, and the second was in the hands of the 
clergy of the Church of Ireland. ‘‘ Here,’’ he 
said, “is a work that the clergy in our 
country parishes might very well put their 
backs into. There are many of them who are 
not killed with work, highly qualified 
scholars, quite capable of preparing candidates 
for those examinations. I do think that if the 
clergy set their minds to it, tried to get 
hold of the most promising pupils in the 


feeling that the keynote of the forty-third 
report was change. He did not desire to 
speak at any length abo... the condition of 
affairs in the country with regard to educa- 
tion, but he had to emphasise the very grave 
condition of affairs with regard to the source 
of the supply of candidat» teachers. The num- 
ber of candidates who presented themselves 
showed that there was a very substantial 
source of supply, that quite a large number 
of their young people were ready to undertake 
the work of teaching in the national schools ; 
but when they looked at the quality of the 
material as shown by the examination they 
were faced with a very serious situation. 
Something like one hundred candidates went 
forward, and only seven actually passed the 
examination. 

He did not know exactly what that serious 
state of things indicated, or what was its ex- 
planation. He could not say if it was Irish, 
and what he might call the dilution of effort 
consequent upon the teaching of that very 
difficult subject. ‘‘I do not know,” he went 
on, “if Irish is responsible, and I do not 
want to put the whole blame on it; but Í 
think that a latge part of the difficulty is 

etting the necessary preparation of the can- 
didates carried out in our one-teacher schools, 
You will understand how extremely difficult it 
is for the one master or mistress in a school, 
in addition to their ordinary work, to under- 
take the preparation of individual students 
for entrance to this College. I think the 
gravest thing facing us with regard to educa- 
tion is how to bring the supply of candidates 
up to the proper standard requifed for en- 
trance to the Training College.” 

The matter, he said, was receiving the most 
serious attention of those concerned, and he 
appealed for the loyal assistance of the clergy, 
the laity, and the teachers in their schools. 
He believed that the key of the situation lay 
in a very large measure with the teachers in 
the various schools throughout the country. 
He asked the present students to bear in 
mind, when they went out as teachers, that , 


one of their most important duties was to see, 
that their pupils should be sent forward with 
due preparation for entrance to the College, 


schools, and prepared them for the entrance 
examination of this College they would be 
doing something far more useful than many 
of the sermons they preach, something that 
would really last in the history of the Church 
of Ireland. I think that the halldoor key of 
this situation is in the hands of *the clergy. 
Here is work for them—pleasant and useful 
work—which will redound to the glory of our 
Caurch,” 

finaliy, he congratulated the College on its 
musical successes, because he appreciated 
keenly how much they owed to the teachers 
trained there for the carrying on of the 
musical portion of the Services oi the Church. 

the sishop of Killaloe, who seconded the 
proposal, said that Dr. Moore was a man of 
exceptional courage, in that he maintained the 
Coliege although he had to face in his forty- 
three years tour Home Rule Bills and six 
Archbishops, (Laughter.) In tke interests oi 
the College he faced three successive Chief 
Secretaries—Balfour, the great philosopher ; 
Birrell, the great Irish comedian, and Green- 
wood, the gredt inventor, (Laughter.) From 
each one of them he got something substantia! 
for the College. 

‘Il am not,” he continued, ‘‘an expert on 
Irish education, but I am inclined to agree 
with what the Bishop of Meath has said with 
regard to the teaching of Irish. Let us fall 
in with the Government as far as we can, and 
give them every reasonable help in carrying 
out their ideals; but once it comes to a ques- 
tion of assisting them to make the language 
the medium of teaching other subjects, we 
should, in my judgment, be rigid, inflexible. 
adamantine, impossible, to anything but keep- 
ing clear away from it.” 

The resolution was passed unanimously, 


PROPOSED DIOCESAN CENTRES. 

The Bishop of Limerick (Dr. White) moved : 
“That this meeting views with grave concern 
the continued difficulty in securing a sufficient 
supply of candidates for training who are able 
to satisfy the requirements of the Department 
of Education at the entrance examination. 
They welcome the fact that during the last. 
two years candidates have come, not only from 
all four provinces, but from every diocese in 
the Free State but one. But, while from these 
sources there were 88 Church of Ireland candi- 
dates in 1924 and 97 Church of Ireland candi- 
dates in 1927, of these only 16 in 1926 and 
seven in 1927 passed the extrance examination. 
The meeting believes that, if the schools are 
to be preserved by being supplied with 
teachers, some further means for preparation, 
such as diocesan centres, must be organised 
at. the orliest nncerhle date.” 

Dr. White said that he began to know Dr. 
Moore just 27 years ago, and the more he 
saw of him the more he appreciated his great 
qualities. He was a man of broad culture 
and mental alertness, a Christian gentleman, 
and a successful administrator. : 

In that College were to be faced many 
great problems for the Church of Ireland. 
If their schools were not kept up in the 
country their people would go. That was a 
matter of life and death for the Church. If 


the schools ceased to be efficient, the “hurch 
itself would go.

NEW X-RAY 
TREATMENT. 


CITY OF DUBLIN HOSPITAL'S 
INSTALLATION, 


FIRST OF ITS KIND IN 
BRITISH ISLES. 
——>--— 


The Governor-General of the Free State 
will to-day at 5 p.m. open the new depart- 
ment at the Royal City of Dublin Hospital 
for Deep Therapy by X-rays of very high 
voltage, known also as the Erlangen Treat- 
ment, 

The apparatus, supplied by Messrs. Siemens- 
Reiniger- Veit, of Berlin, is the first of its 
kind in the British Isles. The apparatus is 
powerful enough to operate two X-ray tubes 
simultaneously, and will enable many more 
cases per year to be treated than was possible 
with the type of instrument which the 
Coombe Hospital was the first to introduce to 
Ireland, and which was recently taken over 
by the Royal City of Dublin Hospital. It 
also produces the necessary quantities of 
X-rays in half the time, thereby materially 
dimin.shing the duration of each treatment. 

This new department, for which the 
directors are deeply indebted to,a generous 
donation from the Red Cross and the Order 
of St. John of Jerusalem, also to a legacy 
bequeathed. hy the late Mrs. Edbrooke, has 
been built on the west side of the hospital, 
and consists of a high-tension generating 
room, treatment, consulting and dressing 
rooms. 

The treatment room contains a switch-table 
which places the whole apparatus under the 
complete control of one operator. zreperting 
through the wall between the machine an 
treatment rooms are two large metal cylinders. 
Each cylinder, whieh can be raised or lowered 
by means of a motor mechanism, contains 
one X-ray tube, thus enabling the simul- 
taneous treatment of two patients, who are 
placed on couches either beneath or over the 
cylinders, according to the type of treatment 
being given. 

WEIGHING A TON. 

The cylinders, which weigh one ton each, 
are coated with lead a quarter of an inch 
thick, thus affording complete protection for 
the operator and enabling the doctor or 
sister to be in close touch with the patient, 
heretofore impossible owing to the grave risks 
run from stray radiation due to imperfectly 
protected apparatus, 

A unique feature of these cylinders, 
designed by Professor Holdfelder, is that the 
patient can now be made perfectly comfort- 
able under treatment, and may in some cases 
even smoke or read whilst radiation is in 
progress. 

A ventilator is fitted to the end of each 
cylinder drawing the air from the treatment 
room and at the same time cooling the X-ray 
tubes. 

Safety devices and checks are provided 
which remove all possibility of dosage errors 
on the part of the staff. It is, for example, 
impossible to commence treatment until the 
necessary X-ray filters are in position. 

A speal er for accurately measuring 
the amount of X-radiation produced by the 
plant under any conditions is kept in the 
consulting room, insuring accurate dosage 
being given to the patient, 

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

The installing of this apparatus marks a 
new era in Ireland and the British Isles for 
deep therapy treatment both for sufferers 
from the dreaded cancer scourge as well as 
for all other diseases, which show decided 
response to this form of treatment. 

Arrangements are being made by which the 
benefit of this treatment will be available for 
all suitable cases, regardless of social status 
or position, recommended hy their medical 
advisers who can consult directly with the 
medical officer in charge of the department. 
All external cases can return to their re- 
spective hospital or home at the termination 
of each sitting, of which the average duration 
is from one to two hours.

getting married. Frankly, the position re- 
duced itself to this—that the number of 
failures of their candidates was due in a 
large degree to the fact that they were not 
sufficiently prepared for the examination. 

The time had come when the question 
would have to be taken in hand, and the 
remedy proposed in the resolution was to 
have diocesan centres of preparation. He 
explained how, in his own diocese, they had 
succeeded in keeping one of their schools 
from being closed, thanks to the generosity 
of the Department of Education in assisting 
them in the provision of a school van 
arrangement. It resolved itself largely into 
a question of money. ‘‘ We,”’ he said. “ are 
not worth our salt as Church folk and Pro- 
testants if, for the sake of a few 
thousand pounds a year, we allow this 
College to be in such grave difficulties, and 
the education of the country to collapse.”’ 

There were many things, he concluded, in 
the present constitution of the country of 
which they were suspicious, but after all thev 
were Irishmen and Irishwomen. The Irish 
Church would sink or swim with Ireland. 
Here they were vetting a fair field, and were 
not unduly pressed in any way, especially in 
education. He said it with gratitude. that 
when an administrator, if hostile, might by 
emphasising % departmental rule, have closed 
one of his schools, he had not done so, 
but actually helped him out of the difficulty. 
He was convinced that God had a great 
purpose in store for Ireland. The question 
for them to consider was whether the Irish 
Church was going to play its part in the 
accomplishment of that purpose or lose the 
chance that God had committed to its keep- 
ing.

Mr. T. J. Smalley, who seconded, dealt at 
length with the serious estate of affairs dis- 
closed by the information in the report on 
the failure of so many candidates for the 
teaching profession. e elaborated the 
advantages of the teaching profession over the 
other callings followed by their boys and 
girls, and suggested some means of making 
the profession more attractive. 

“In the tuture, and from now onwards,” 
he said, “the National School teachers will 
be’ thoroughly well educated persons, with 
good incomes and should deserve at least as 
good a social status as their school-fellows 
who have taken up positions in banks and 
other secre:azia posts. There seems to me 
no earthly reason why girls from our best 
schools and colleges should not join the ranks 
of cur National School teachers. It is the 
only calling to-day for which there is not a 
long waiting list, and parents are distracted 
wondering what occupation they will put 
their children to. We see evidences every 
day of members of the nobility engaging in 
trade and commerce, the ladies even starting 
shops and restaurants. Surely the work of 
teaching and training the future members of 
our Church should be a more noble occupa- 
tion. In conclusion, I think it should be 
impressed upon our teachers that they are 
members of an honourable profession, 
engaged in a noble work — that of 
properly training the children committed to 
their charge as future members of our 
Church—and it they conscientiously perform 
their duty, I believe they are just as surely 
carrying out the Master's command, ‘ Feed 
My lambs,’ as those who preach the Gospel at 
home or labour in far-away mission fields.” 

The resolution was carried, and the meeting

Yesterday The Times described the restora- 
tion of Lens, in the coalfield of the Pas- 
de-Calais. The names of these mining 
towns—Lens, Loos, Béthune, La Bassée— 
recall the fiercest fighting of four dreadful 
years; and in November, 1918, they were 
an utterly devastated area. Not a wall 
had been left standing. Wrecked pit- 
heads were the main landmarks of the 
battle-front, and when they captured Loos, 
in 1915, the Germans flooded the sub- 
terranean workings. On this site, after 
only nine years of peace, stands a new 
town of Lens—a cheerful town of red 
brick—where .all things, including the 
people's lives, have changed for the better.

THE DEFENCE FORCES. 

Despite the defeat of the Government on 
the motion, the Dail carried on without 
any undue appearance of perturbation or 
triumph. As was to be expected, Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald came in for a raking 
fire from the Opposition, when, in his 
new office of Minister for Defence, he 
moved the second stage of the Defence 
Forces (Temporary Provisions) (No. 2) 
Bill, 1927. 

The Leader of Fianna Fail had a motion 
down declining to give the bill a second 
reading, but expressing the opinion “ that 
the defence forces should be organised 
before March 3lst, 1928, on a volunteer 
territorial basis, with a small permanent 
training and maintenance.”’ 

There was a lot of loose talk by Mr. de 
Valera and his supporters about the possi- 
bility of having to fight Great Britain at 
some future date, and the suggestion was 
put forward by the leader and some of 
his lieutenants that what was wanted was 
a large mobile force of volunteers that 
would make the government of the country 
by a “foreign Power’’ impossible—appa- 
rently by a repetition of the guerilla war- 
fare which made Ireland such a good place 
to Jive out of a few years ago. 

On a division the amendment was 
defeated by 81 votes to 50—which means 
that only Mr. de Valera’s own party 
followed him into the Lobby.

HUNTING STOPPED IN

OUTBREAK OF FOOT-AND-

As a result of the outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease at Netley Marsh, in the 
New Forest area, many cattle markets in 
the district, including those at Southamp- 
ton and Romsey, have been closed, and 
hunting in the New Forest has ceased for 
the time being. 

Fresh cases were reported to have been 
diagnosed yesterday at Minstead and 
Brook, in the New Forest. 

All movements of cattle over an area of 
about fifteen miles radius, including the 
whole of the New Forest, have been pro- 
hibited, and steps have been taken to 
safeguard cattle to other parts of the 
district. The first cases were reported on 
Wednesday night at Netley Marsh. Two 
officials of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
who visited the farm yesterday morning, 
confirmed the disease, and fourteen 
pedigree Jersey cattle were subsequently 
slaughtered and burnt.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The Prime Minister’s refusal to speak 
immediately after Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
who proposed the Labour Party’s vote ol 
censure in the Commons.to-day, provoked 
two demonstrations of disorder, which re- 
called the stormy scenes enacted in the 
early days of the Irish Nationalist Party 
at Westminster. | 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, President of 
the Board of Trade, had been entrusted 
with the task of following Mr. Ramsay 
Matdonald. The Labour Party, however, 
demanded that Mr. Baldwin should speak, 
and refused to hear Sir Philip. After a 
noisy demonstration the Speaker ad- 
journed the House for an hour. 

The Labour Party, when the House had 
re-assembled, renewed its call for Mr. 
Baldwin, and still refused to hear Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister. The Prime 
Minister still refused to yield to clamour, 
and the din became so great that in the 
end the Speaker suspended the sitting for 
the day. 

THE MOTION. 

The terms of Mr. Macdonald’s motion 
were :—‘‘ That this House regrets that 
the growing difficulties in the coal in- 
dustry and the increasing distress and 
unemployment amongst the miners have 
been neglected by the Government, upon 
whom, particularly after its actions of last 
year, a special responsibility rests; and 
calls for immediate action to secure an 
efficient organisation of the industry, and 
of the sale and use of its products, and to 
deal with the embarrassing condition of 
local relief authorities, the recruitment of 
labour, and the treatment of the vast 
number of miners on short time and out 
of work.” 

Beginning with a reference to the 
critical and unhappy situation in the 
coal industry, Mr. Macdonald made it 
clear that he expected the Prime Minister 
to answer the attack upon the Government 
in person. He said that what the nation 
was up against was the view held by 
powerful organisations, that national in- 
dustry could be made to flourish under 
sweated conditions. The Government 
policy of last year had absolutely failed. 
What was the Government prepared to do 
in order to retrieve its past mistakes? 
What was it doing to assist in the solu- 
tion of the problem of transferring coal 
into power? Then there was the vital 
question of disposing of the coal, once it 
had been produced. The present position 
was one of industrial slavery. 

Commenting upon the apathy of the 
Government, he said: We want to know 
what the Government is doing, and the 
President of the Board of Trade is not 
the Minister to give an answer to that 
question. 

Labour cheers, and cries of: “We don’t 
want to hear him either,’’ gave some in- 
cdication of what was to follow. 


THE STORM BREAKS. 

As soon as Mr. Macdonald had sat down 
Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister rose to reply. 
Immediately there broke out shouts of: 
“ Baldwin’? and “Prime Minister.’’ 
“Shut up,” retorted a Conservative mem- 
ber. The Speaker appealed for order, ob- 
serving that as the Labour Party had 
tavled a motion, he presumed they wished 
to have it debated. “We want the 
responsible Minister,’ cried Labour 
members, and as the shouts of protest 
against the non-appearance of Mr. 
Baldwin continued, the Speaker re- 
marked: “If hon. members wish me to 
adjourn the House, that will suit me very 
well." 

There was laughter at this, but the 
Opposition were not to be persuaded to 
listen to the President of the Board of 
Trade, who, amid all the uproar, stood 
endeavouring to make himself heard. 
Addressing him directly, Mr. Kirkwood 
said: “ This is not a boy’s job; it is a 
man’s job.” Labour members said that 
the Government were treating a very 
serious matter with contempt. 

Sir William Davison observed that it 
was very evident that Labour members 
did not desire their motion to be dis- 
cussed, and’in the circumstances he would 
move that the question be now put. This, 
however, was not a motion that the 
Speaker considered it proper to accept, 
nor was he any more inclined to 
agree with Mr. Kirkwood’s suggestion 
that the President of the Board of Trade 
should not be heard. 


AN EXPLANATION AND A QUERY. 

Labour was silent while Mr. Duncan 
Graham said:—‘‘Our motion is an 
arraignment of the policy of the Govern- 
ment, not the policy of the Board of 
Trade If 1 am correct in so describing 
our motion, is it not perfectly reasonable 
for members on this side of the House to 
ask the head of the Government to 
reply?” The Speaker caused laughter by 
observing—‘ The Government is always 
supposed to be one and indivisible.’’

Mrs. McGinnity, in the course of a lengthy 
deposition, said: ‘* One of the men, whom she 
recognised as the accused, Fealy, took out a 
knife and cut off her two plaits of hair. 
She was afterwards taken out and placed 
with her hack to the gable wall. One 
counted, ‘One, two, three, four,’ and said 
she would get five bullets in her. She could 
not remember if other remarks were made at 
this time. Her clothes were then pulled off 
and she was marched across three fields be- 
fore these men, until they came to a hedge, 
where she was put on her knees again. She 
begged for a priest, and was told they would 
get one. She was afterwards released, and 
warned against marrying James Fealy.

Witness—I took it that some complaint had 
heen made, and that was the reason for the 
instructions, 

This closed the evidence for the defence. 
ADDRESS TO THE JURY. 
Mr. Bewley, in the course of his address 
the jury, suggested that the case was 
deliberately brought, not only to blacken 
the characters of the defendants, but also of 
the force to which they belonged. Let him 
remind them of the circumstances of 
November 25: Rathgormack was a lonely 
little village outside Carrick-on-Suir, There 
they had a nuinber of unarmed Guards in a 
ramshackle barracks, with a weak door and no 
protection whatever. Ten days before these 
arrests there was a series of raids on Civic 
Guards barracks, in which Guard Ward and 
Sergeant Fitzsimons were murdered, Rath- 
gormack Barrack was raided, and the records 
carried away. They knew why the records 
were laken. The police depended upen the 
co-operation of the community, and what the 
raiders wanted to find out was who was 
giving assistance to the Guards, so that they 
might suffer the same fate as the Guards. 
The police were not met by the plaintiffs 
with readiness to answer their questions, as 
they suggested in the box. The police were 
met by jeers and taunts. These people called 
themselves members of the I.R.A. to get 
sympathy; but, he suggested, the plaintiffs 
had as much sympathy with the Republic as \ 
the King, whose uniform two of them 
admitted they had worn. Concluding, Mr. 
Bewley asked the jury to judge the de- 
tendants in this case as they themselves 
would lke to judged in similar cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Lynn, in reply, submitted that, in the 
cases of Hartigan and Spain, on their own 
admissions, and the admissions of their 
counsel, they were guilty of assault. In the 
case of Shaw, they had it that he took 
part in the stripping and beating and_kick- 
ing of Crotty. The defandants did not pro- 
duce Guard Doyle, or the corporal who 
rushed out of the barrack during the beat- 
ings, or the other police who were in the 
barrack. The plea of self-defence, or the 
plea of the use of violence to prevent the 
plaintiff's escaping, was dishonest. Mr. 
Bewley spoke of the lonely village of Rath- 
gormack, but counsel would . suggest to 
the jury that they should ask themselves 
whether the plaintiffs were brought away 
out to lonely Rathgormack solely for the 
purpose of torture, and away to a place 
where their screams could not be heard. 


JUDGE SUMS UP. 

At 3.40 o'clock Mr. Justice Hantia began 
to sum up. In the course of his summing 
up he said that reference had been made to 
the political: views of the plaintiffs. The 
political or personal views of the plaintiffs 
or defendants had nothing to say to the de- 
termination of the facts of the case. People 
who came into these Courts would, he hoped, 


Mr. Lynn (instructed by Mr. P. Campbell) 
appeared for the plaintifis; and Mr. Wood, 
K.C.; Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. M. Binchy 
(instructed by Mr. A, Carroll) for defendants.

Hartigan, Sullivan and Sergeant Shaw were 
present at the time. Healy did not want to 
answer any of the questions put to him. His 
replies were given rather surly. Witness did 
not touch Healy in any way, nor did he ‘see 
Hartigan touch him in any way. Witness 
questioned Doherty. about the raid, an 
Doherty was rather abusivé. Doherty made 
an attempt to strike witness, and he struck 
Doherty several times lightly with a baton. 
Witness did not see Doherty stripped, or 
kicked, or struck with a revolver. He did 
not hear anyone say that Healy was sham- 
ming, or see Hartican jump on top of him. 
It would be uotrue to say that the back ol 
Healy's head was cut, or his lips swollen. 


A REVOLVER. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Hanna, the witness 
denied that he struck Healy in the face.
